G.S.R 518(E). —^In exercise of the powers conferred by clause (b) of sub-section (2) of section 156 of the Indo- 
Tibetan Border Police Force Act, 1992 (35 of 1992), the Central Government heroby makes the following rales to ambnd the 
Indo-Tibetan Border Police Force, Assistant Sub-Inspector (Stenographer) Group ‘C’ posts Recmilment Rules, 2002, 
namefy:— 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Indo-Tibetan Border Police Force, Assistant Sub-Inspector 
(Stenographer) Group ‘C’ posts Recruitment (Amendment) Rules, 2009. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2 In Indo-Tibetan Border Police Force, Assistant Sub-Inspector (Stenographer) Group ‘C’ posts Recruitment 
Rules, 2002, in the Schedule— 

(i) in column (2), for die existing entries, the following entries shall be substituted, namely 
“80*(2009) 

* Subject to variation dependent on workload.”; 

(iO in column (7), for the existing entries, the following entries shall be substituted, namely 
“Between 18 and 25 years. 

1. Relaxable upto five years in the case of Scheduled Caste or Scheduled Tribe candidates and three years 
for OBC candidates and other special categories of personnel in accordance with the orders issued by 
Central Governmoit fixim time to time. 

2 Relaxable upto five years for Departmental candidates and in addition five yeais age relaxation for 
Scheduled Caste or Scheduled Tribe and force years for Other Backward Classes. 

Note 1.—The crucial date for detennining foe age limit shall be the closing date for receipt of applications 
from candidates m lndia(and not the closing date jM-escribcd for those in Assam, Megl^aya, Anuiachal 
Pradesh, Mizoram, Manipur, Nagaland, Tripura, Sikkim, Ladakh Division of Jammu and Kashmir State, 
Lahaul and Spiti District and Pangi Sub-Division of Chamba District of Himachal Pradesh, the Union 
Territoiy of foe Andaman and Nicobar Island or the Union Territory of Lakshadweep). 

Note 2.—-The crucial date for determuiing foe age limit in foe case of candidates from Employment 
Exchange shall be foe last date upto which foe Employment Exchange is asked to submit foe names.”; 

(iii) in column (8), for foe existing entries, foe following entries shall be substituted, namely:— 

“(a) Intermediate or Senior Secondary School Certificate (10+2) examination from a recognised Board or 
University or equivalent;. 

(b) Minimum speed of 40 words per minute in English Typewriting or 30 words per minute in Hindi typewriting 
and a minimum speed of 80 words per minute in shorthand English or Hindi; 

(c) Should have basic knowledge of computer application; and 

(d) Physical and medical standards shall be as follows:— 

(1) Physical Standards :— 

Height: Men Women

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Relaxation: Men Women 

Candidates falling in the categories of Gartiwalis, Kumaimis, Gorkhas, 165 cms. 155 ans. 

Dogras, Marathas and candidates beloi^ing to die States of Sikkim, 

Nagaland, Arunachal Pradesh, Manipiff, Tripura, Mizoam, Me^alaya, 

Assam, Himachal Pradesh, Kashmir and Leh and Ladakh regions of Jammu 
and Kashmir. 

All candidates belonging to the Scheduled Tribes 162.5 ans. 154 cms. 

Chest: 80 cms (85 cms after expansion) for males goieral candidates and 77 cms (expended 82 cms) for 
all candidates belonging to Scheduled Tribes. 

Weight: Corresponding to height and age as per medical standards (for males and females). 

(2) Medical Stondard:— 

a Vision: Minimum distant vision should be 6/6 and 6/9 of both eyes without coixectitHi, i.e. without 
wearing spectacles or lenses. 

b. The candidates must not have knock knee, flat foot, varicose vein or squint in eyes and they should 
possess high colour vision. They must be in good mratal ^d bodily health and fi«e fiom any 
physical defect likely to interfere with the efficient performance of the duties. 

(3) Must qualify the Physical efficiency and writtoi tests”; 

(iv) in column 11,— 

(a) in the heading, for the word “posts” the wwd “vacancies” shall be substituted; 

(b) for the existing entries, the following entry idiall be substitihed, namely:— 

“By Direct Recruitment” 

(v) in column (12), the existing entries shall be mnitted.
